The same appreciation is identified 
in this war of the nations. Two sol- 
diers fight together with calm and ap- 
parent matter-of-factness, till one 
goes down in death or is wounded crit- 
ically. Then, if you want to look on a 
real warrior, see him left alone, as it 
were, to avenge his buddy. You see a 
strange man, a stranger, that sud- 
denly appeared from nowhere, a fel- 
low by no means himself, with appar- 
ent command over every obstacle, 
fearless, and advancing. 

Oh, brother, have we shut our eyes 
to the spiritual suffering and dying 
around us? Our battlefield is all 
around us—in our homes, across the 
street, the neighboring town, where 
our friends are crying for help. Can 
we, too, liberate these that will event- 
ually be eternally lost, lest they estab- 
lish a beachhead and move on inland, 
as it were, and set free the teeming 
thousands that Christ expects Christi- 
anity to free? We, too, must put on the 
power of Christianity! be not our- 
selves, but Christians! 

What significance does this thought 
hold. Let us examine closely the text, 
John 16:24: “If any man will come 
after me (be like me) (be a Christian) 
(walk as I walk)” (1 John 2:6), let 
him “deny” himself. The first thing 
to be done is to forget any claim as to 
our own selfish desire. Desires of the 
flesh that are not indispensable to the 
wholesomeness of our well-being, 
righteously, must be disapproved and 
dispensed with utterly. It is time now 
that we be Christians! Christianity 
alone is being weighed in the balances, 
and without witnesses to flee to her 
defence, thence on to the offensive. 
Christ, the founder of truth’s purpose 
in the earth, will surely be denied (de- 
prived) of His liberal suffering’s in- 
tent in too great a measure. Then, will 
we not be ashamed when we come face 
to face with Him? 

We must deny ourselves; we are not 
ourselves when we walk with Christ. 
The desires of the flesh (ourselves) 
are being so despised till truly we are 
not ourselves. Well, Christ says we are 
not. Sacrifice sufficiently makes us 


Christians first deny ourselves. Say no 
to self. and take up His cross and fol- 
low Him (completing the text). But, 
friend, have you really tasted of this 
text? Do you know what I’m talking 
about? You have a cross. Indeed you 
have. Have you ever seen it? Folks 
sing about one, and of trading it off 
for a crown, but many of those who 
sing would likely change their tune 
to that of weeping should they ever 
get one glimpse of their cross. Here 
it is to look at, and examine carefully, 
then make your own decision as to 
what you have been doing with it, or 
will do with it in the future. Walk to 
the front of your largest mirror, stand- 
ing erect, then bring your arms up to 
the horizontal position. Look long, and 
weigh out just why God created you 
thus. One thing, you form the cross, 
which you must bear while on earth 
to the glory of God your Maker. Your 
cross is not just a myth of supposing 
temptations and little trials of every- 
day life. No! it is quite all yourself be- 
ing denied for Christ’s sake, the 
Christian. When it is thus it bears 
fruit. You are a fruit-bearer. Here it 
is in Paul’s letter to the Romans (12: 
1, 2), “I beseech you, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God, which is your reason- 
able service. And be not conformed 
(molded) to this world (cast): but 
be ye transformed (different) (the 
appetite) by the renewing of your 
mind, (to the mind of Christ) (1 Cor. 
2:16, not yourself but Christian), that 
ye may prove (and accomplish) what 
is that perfect .. . will of God.” 


Now it is an evident fact that the 
church is only progressive, spiritually, 
when it is under fire. When the fol- 
lowers of Christ were Christians, all 
hell was set in array against thém, 
but its results only gave birth to what 
God had designed for such an at- 
tack. Thousands of souls rally to its 
cause. The Church simply thrives on 
trouble and sacrifice. Well, when. we 
are Christians, the Church thrives, 
brethren.

Government Reports on Crime 

Mr. Harbo, assistant to J. Edgar 
Hoover, states that, 

“During the 1943 calendar year the 
FBI examined 490,764 fingerprint rec- 
ords representing arrests by local law 
enforcement agencies throughout the 
nation; and 22.9% represented persons 
under 21 years of age. The following 
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figures indicate the number of per- 
sons under voting age charged with 
serious crimes:

“In 1943, boys 17 years of age were 
arrested more frequently than those 
of any other age group, and girls age 
18 were arrested more frequently than 
those of other ages. Arrests of boys 
under 18 increased 23.4% and arrests 
of girls under 21 increased 48% as 
compared with 1942. When the record 
for 1943 is compared with 1941, we 
find an increase of 130% per cent in 
arrests of girls under 21 years of age. 

“Police executives, juvenile court 
and probation officers attribute the 
present upswing in juvenile delin- 
quency to the following causes: 

1. The breakdown of family ties and 
other domestic troubles. 

2. Adults working irregular hours 
with the result that children are not 
receiving needed home supervision. 

3. Many juveniles are employed, 
have more money than they are ac- 
customed to, and are doing more 
drinking and running around late at 
night. 

4. Numerous gangs of juveniles 
have been formed, frequently engag- 
ing in unwholesome activities. 

5. General laxity on the part of 
adults. 

“Youth itself has stated that two 
major causes for juvenile delinquency 
are (1) lack of adequate wholesome 
recreational facilities and opportuni. 
ties, and (2) non-observance and non- 
enforcement of laws on the part of 
adults, especially the laws pertaining 
to the regulation of gambling and li- 
quor.”

Hitler has, since the landing of the 
Allies in France, made greater attacks 
of terror against the Jews in Paris and 
France. A wave of suicide among Jews 
is prevalent in Hungary, as reported 


from Ankara, which reads as follows: 
“ANKARA — A Suicide wave has 
Swept Hungarian Jewry, as _ intel- 


lectuals and artists led the despera 
seeking to escape through death fro 4 


the humiliation and tortures of ghe 
internment, concentration camps and 
deportation. All Jewish deputies were 
expelled from the Hungarian Parlia- 
ment; Jewish veterans were forbidden 
to don Hungarian Army uniforms, 
and in many sections of the country 
Jews were ordered, under threat of 
penalty, to wear the yellow badge and 
the Shield of David on their outer 
garments.

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oe Che Eternal Security of Believers

Ye are of God, little children, and 
have overcome them; because greater 
is he that is in you than he that is in 
the world.—1 John 4:4. 

My chief objection to the doctrine 
of so-called “eternal security” is, that 
it makes allowance for sin in the be- 
liever’s life. In fact, the zeal with 
which its exponents preach their mes- 


oe: indicates that they are eager to 


ake such an allowance, and that for 
a purpose, a purpose which is not en- 
tirely born of devotion and loyalty to 
God. 

As a matter of fact, “eternal secur- 
ity” is sinful man’s answer to a holy 
God’s demand for holiness. Its chief 
concern seems to be, not to exalt the 
grace of God, but to justify everlast- 
ing irresponsibility on the part of pro- 
fessed Christians. There is not, and 
cannot be, any compatibility between 
the doctrine of holiness and that of 
eternal security. And it is doubtful 
that you could find anywhere in two 
hemispheres one solitary preacher 
who preaches both second-work sanc- 
tification and eternal security. If you 
should find one, he would be a plant 
of Satan, to confuse and distract the 
minds of unstable men and women; 
and in all probability such a preacher 
would not actually believe either doc- 
trine. 

Because of the extreme poison in the 
doctrine of “eternal security,” and be- 
cause of the vast army of “sinning 
Christians” it has turned loose upon 
the church and the world, it seems 
that the least that we, who believe in 
Bible holiness, can do is to point out 
the truth regarding sin and let the 

hildren of God know that they do 

ot have to live for the devil and then 
throw a sin-warped soul at God’s feet 
as a presumption upon His mercy and 
grace when the flesh is too weak to 
sin any longer. 

God has provided for the security 
of believers all right, but it is not se- 
curity in sin; it is deliverance from 
sin, and preservation from the domin- 
ion, power, and guilt of sin. The sin- 
ning soul must bear his guilt before 
the holy God. As declareth the proph- 

t, “The soul that sinneth, it shall die.” 
$2 Ezekiel 18:20-26.) 
ertain passages in the Bible con- 
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tain words of strong encouragement 
for the Christian. Certain passages 
contain words of solemn warning. We 
need both; but there are teachers who 
would obscure the one in order to em- 
phasize the other. Let us look at both 
today. For instance, in Romans 8:35- 
39 we have a blessed word of encour- 
agement. Let us read it together: 
“Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? Shall tribulation, or dis- 
tress, or persecution, or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword? As it is 
written, For thy sake we are killed all 
the day long; we are accounted as 
sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all 
these things we are more than con- 
querors through him that loved us. 
For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things pres- 
ent, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from the 
love of God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” 


Now read that passage again. Note 
carefully the list of things that have 
no power to separate the Christian 
from the love of Christ. Let us grant 
for the moment, that this passage 
means exactly what the eternal se- 
curitists teach that it means. Do you 
see anything missing from the list? 
Anything that might bring a breach 
between the Christian and his Lord? 
Yes; there is one thing. That is SIN. 

Let us look at the question that in- 
troduces the thought in the thirty- 
fifth verse: “Who shall separate us 
from the love of Christ?” Then he 
proceeds to tell us what cannot 
separate us from that love. Is there 
anything that can? Listen to this: 
“Behold, the Lord’s hand is not short- 
ened, that it cannot save; neither his 
ear heavy, that it cannot hear. But 
your iniquities have separated between 
you and your God, and your sins have 
hid his face from you, that he will 
not hear.” Isa. 59:1, 2. 

Turning to the New Testament, we 
find that “the pure in heart” shall see 
God (Matt. 5:8); that “without holi- 
ness no man shall see the Lord” (Heb. 
12:14); and, that “he that shall en- 
dure unto the end, the same shall be 
saved” (Matt. 24:13). Therefore, scrip- 


turally, there is but one state of se- 
curity for the believer, and that is in 
freedom from sin. 

But is there such freedom? Indeed 
there is. Zacharias, the father of John 
the Baptist, reminds us of God’s oath 
to Abraham, “That he would grant 
unto us, that we being delivered out 
of the hand of our enemies, might 
serve him without fear, in hoiiness 
and righteousness before him all the 
days of our life.” Luke 1:68-75. 

If the Word of God means anything 
to us, the following passages will be 
enlightening on this subject: John 17, 
“I have given them thy word, and the 
world hath hated them, because they 
are not of the world, even as I am not 
of the world. I pray not that thou 
shouldest take them out of the world, 
but that thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil. They are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world. 
Sanctify them through thy truth; thy 
word is truth.” 2 Peter 2:20, 21, “For if 
after they have escaped the pollutions 
of the world through the knowledge 
of the Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
they are again entangled therein, and 
overcome, the latter end is worse with 
them than the beginning. For it had 
been better for them not to have 
known the way of righteousness, than, 
after they have known it, to turn from 
the holy commandment delivered unto 
them.” 

Let us note: These people had es- 
caped the pollutions of the world; 
they had escaped those - pollutions 
through the knowledge of the Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ, and that 
knowledge is life eternal (John 17:3); 
they are again entangled in those pol- 
lutions; they are overcome of them; 
they turn from the holy command- 
ment; and their latter end is worse 
with them than the beginning; that is, 
they are in a worse predicament, 
morally, spiritually, and _ eternally, 
than they were before they were 
saved. Why? Because they turned 
from the holy commandment de- 
livered unto them. And what was that 
holy commandment? It is a command 
unto holiness, and Peter delivered it 
unto them in his first epistle, the first 
chapter: “But as he which hath called

from Christianity and Crisis.) 


THEY DISCOVER THE CHURCH 

Just fifteen years ago, a small group 
of wealthy American businessmen, 
disturbed by what they diagnosed as 
a waning public confidence in Chris- 
tian Missions, devised and financed an 
elaborate “laymen’s inquiry” into cer- 
tain limited areas of missionary 
work, in India, China and Japan. The 
“Laymen’s Report,” whatever its in- 
tention, undoubtedly served further to 
encourage misgivings as to the sound- 
ness and validity of the missionary 
enterprise. 


Today, another “laymen’s inquiry” 
is in process. It embraces the whole 
world. It is spontaneous, not carefully 
organized. It is being conducted, not 
by college professors and scholars, but 
by hard-bitten soldiers, sailors and 
marines of the Armed Forces. So far as 
can be judged, the verdict they are 
returning is almost wholly favorable. 
In this issue, we print a representative 
selection from many dozens of “dis- 
coveries of missions” which have 
reached us. 


SOUTH PACIFIC 

“The ‘reservoir of friendliness,’ to 
borrow a One World phrase, created by 
the missionary, has been an important 
factor in the success of the military 
operations in the South Pacific. The 
natives have rescued countless fliers 
torced down at sea. They have fed, 
si.eitered and befriended scores of 
survivors off sunken ships. This 
amazing and heart-warming friendli- 
ness of the natives will receive its due 
recognition in the account of the ul- 
timate victory. 

“So foreign missionary activity 
got the United Nations some effective 
allies; therefore, it has been a good 
thing’—is that what I am saying? No, 
of course not. 

“It is what the gospel of 
Jesus has done for these Melanesian 
natives, who, up until a comparatively 
recent date, were a warlike, savage 
and primitive people. Cannibalism 
and head hunting were common prac- 
tices among them. Their tattooed and 
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disfigured faces and bodies and the 
spears and war clubs that many of 
them still carry are vestiges of the 
savagery and the darkness from which 
they have been so recently delivered. 

“‘What has Christ brought to you?’ 
I have asked them. I have received 
several answers to that question. None 
was quite as eloquent as that single 
word which came from the lips of a 
grizzled, somewhat fierce-visaged, old 
jungle veteran seated on the ground 
in the rear of the native building in 
which we were holding our meeting. 
‘Light!’ was his answer. 

“In our midweek prayer and dis- 
cussion group I asked our sailors 
whether this duty overseas had awak- 
ened foreign mission interest in the 
men. Everyone present agreed that it 
had. Two of the men went even 
further: they had begun seriously to 
consider offering themselves as mis- 
sionaries when the war is over.”

NEW GUINEA 


“A few weeks ago a small party of 
us were selected to go on a week’s hike 
through the interior of the place we 
are at present. It was the first chance 
we had to observe the natives in the 
tropics under normal conditions. Most 
were living in the primitive way in 
which they had always lived with the 
exception of having ceased the prac- 
tice of cannibalism. They were nothing 
extra, pretty lazy, not overclean, and 
with a_ well-developed commercial 
sense. 

“After several days of marching 
over a good-sized mountain range, we 
came down to a village of a totally 
different sort. Years ago this village 
had been visited by a Church of Eng- 
land missionary who had been 
successful in his calling, for this set- 
tlement was a great improvement over 
all we had seen. The hub of every- 
thing was a church built of slip bam- 
boo with a thatched roof. A native 
clergyman was in charge, and he 
spoke fairly good English. The village 
was clean and neat as a pin. Every 
night just before sunset the bell would 
toll and all the natives would file into 
the church for evening services. 

“We attended a service the following 
morning. It was a regular service so 


far as I could see, with Communion, 
though I couldn’t understand a word 
of the language. It was all from 
memory, the only printed matter in 
the church being the Bible. They could 
really sing.”

PERSECUTIONS IN MEXICO 


Some quite severe persecutions have 
broken out again in Mexico. A letter 
from our representative states, “The 
persecution has been so severe that 
the people were forced to move to 
the mountains—several homes were 
burned, others sacked (robbed). A 
man was beaten with poles until his 
arms were broken. He was taken to a 
hospital where he is in very serious 
condition. A sister was unclothed and 
whipped. A group of lustful and en- 
raged men broke windows and doors 
from a house where they made an 
unsuccessful attempt to attack a 
group of our church women and girls. 
A baby nine months of age was lying 
a corpse and it was thrown into a 
corral behind the house, then the 
house was burned.” He states that the 





people who were driven to the moun- 
tains were on starvation, and had to 
be brought to Mexico City and fed 
and cared for. 


A later letter states that forty-six of 
the people were in the temple in Mex- 


ico City, that four children have der 


of starvation. He stated, “It was a sad 
sight to watch them come marching 
into the church with all their belong- 
ings in small bags and in their hands. 
Some of them were hardly able to 
walk and especially were the children 
suffering from sores and lack of food 
and clothing.” The most recent let- 
ter states that six of the children have 
died and that persecution has broken 
out in another section. The president 
of Mexico has ordered investigation 
and punishment of the offenders. 
There has been much publicity in the 
papers in Mexico, and I fear this will 
cause severe suffering for many of 
our people. Please pray earnestly.— 
M. P. Cross, Executive Mission Secre- 
tary.

BELIEVERS

you is holy, so be ye holy in all man- 
ner of conversation; because it is 
written, Be ye holy, for I am _ holy.” 
(vv. 15, 16.) 

When the people turned away from 
the holy commandment, they turned 
away from God; they turned toward 
sin. In vain do the eternal securitists 
lay emphasis upon the words “dog” 
and “sow” in the twenty-second verse; 
for the pure implication of the text is, 
that these people, who had escaped 
the pollutions of the world through 
the knowledge of Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, had turned back to those 
pollutions as a dog turns to his filth 
and a sow to her mire. They were not 
dogs, and they were not sows; but 
when they turned away from holiness 
they acted like dogs and swine. 


If a man can prove irreversible sal- 
vation by the Bible, he has by the 
same argument proved sinless perfec- 
tion; for there is no place in heaven 
for a sinner. If the Bible makes any 
fact plain, it is this, “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die.” For all men, it is 
still holiness or hell. Sin can never 
enter heaven; if a man dies with sin 
in his heart, he is lost, eternally lost. 
He who fails to settle the sin question 
here must settle it in the judg- 
ment; and in that judgment the 
verdict can go but one way for the 
righteous and one way for the sinner: 
“Marvel not at this, for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that are in 
the graves shall hear his voice, and 
shall come forth; they that have done 
good unto the resurrection of life, and 
they that have done evil unto the res- 
urrection of damnation.” John 5:28, 
29. 


Therefore, it must be seen by all 
honestly inquiring minds, that the se- 
curity of the Christian is not uncon- 
ditionally guaranteed for all eternity. 
The entire life of the Christian is a 
period of probation. A Christian can 
backslide; and a backslider will fall 
from grace, unless he repent and re- 
turn to God for pardon and mercy. 

Shall we then serve Him in fear? 
Yes, but not in that craven fear of 
falling; but in the fear that is born of 
reverence and love for Him. We must 
love, fear and obey Him if we know 
Him, for, as I have pointed out before, 
“This is life eternal, that they might 
know thee (God) and Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent.” And hear John

again, “He that saith, I know him, and 
keepeth not his commandments, is a 
liar and the truth is not in him.” 1 
John 2:4. So the only logical, scriptural 
conclusion that we may reach is, that 
both temporal and eternal security is 
dependent on our being kept from sin. 

We may be so kept (1) by the power 
of Christ within, (2) by the faith that 
overcometh the world. “Ye have over- 
come them, because greater is he that 
is in you than he that is in the world.” 
And again, “This is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our faith.” 
1 John 5:4. 

There is no need of our being afraid 
of God’s plan, for it is bound to be the 
right plan, the best plan. Just as God 
guarded the way to the tree of life in 
Eden to keep man away from its fruit, 
lest he eat and be sealed forever in his 
sin, so he, by the same quality of mer- 
cy, makes it impossible for man to 
be saved with sin in his heart. No one 
will object to this plan, unless it be a 
lover of sin, and “if any man love the 
world, the love of the Father is not in 
him.” 1 John 2:15. 


In regeneration we enjoy victory 
over our sins of the past. In sanctifi- 
cation we enjoy victory over the 
principle of sin, as the very root of evil 
is eradicated from our hearts and na- 
tures. Then we are kept by the power 
of God from sin and sinning; but even 
that gracious provision must work in 
harmony with our own wills, for man’s 
free moral agency is never taken away 
from him in this world. 


We are also kept secure from the 
power of the devil. In Mark 9, when 
Jesus was delivering the boy from the 
unclean spirit, He said, “I charge thee, 
come out of him, and enter no more 
into him.” (v. 25.) Brother, that is the 
kind of security that ought to be 
preached today: the kind that keeps 
the devil out, and not the kind that 
keeps man with the devil in him. 

Evil had its origin, where the act is 
concerned, in the heart. Jesus tells us 
that in His parable of the unclean 
platter. Therefore, if we allow Him to 
keep the heart pure, the life will be 
clean and the soul secure. 

But do not be deceived into believing, 
that because one was born again ten 
years ago, he can never be lost. But 
if you “see a brother err from the 
truth, and convert him, let him know, 
that he which converteth the sinner 
from the error of his way, shall save 
a soul from death, and shall hide a 
multitude of sins.” James 5:19, 20.

natives building a grass hut. One black 
boy was perched on top of the center 


support singing the hymn ‘Jesus a 


Christ is Risen Today’ in his _own 
tongue. It was, at first, quite a shock 
to me. I called to him, and he came 
down from his perch and began to 
sing again. I joined him in English. 
How strange to hear this primitive 
boy and myself singing praises to our 
God! Truly, the brotherhood of God 
knows no bounds... . A few weeks ago 
I had the pleasure of going to a near- 
by island on Sunday afternoon with 
the chaplain. There is a small garri- 
son of Yanks stationed there for 
special training and the chaplain con- 
ducted services for them. . . After our 
services had been going about ten 
minutes, in trooped a whole family of 
natives who sat down in the front 
row. This didn’t surprise me too great- 
ly but when they joined in the sing- 
ing with enthusiasm in English—I was 
a bit taken aback. After the service 
was over the colonel of the post in- 
troduced the family as the native 
missionary and her family. Priscilla, 
the missionary, had been the white 
Australian missionary’s assistant be- 
fore he had been evacuated and she 
now carries on the work. She speaks 
a very precise English with a most in- 
triguing accent. She is very intelligent 
and can carry on a good conversation. 
She showed us her native thatched 
roof chapel and explained to us that 
the men and boys stood on one side 
and the women and girls on the 
other. She told us that the congrega- 
tion was about one hundred and 
ninety and that there are ‘eighty in 
Christ’ meaning, I presume, those who 
have been baptized. . . . The rest of 
the assortment of children of various 
ages were pretty skimpily dressed but 
neat and clean in contrast to the na- 
tives that we see here on the island.... 
The whole mission area is very well 
kept with the grass cut almost as if 
they’d used a lawn mower... .”

Unlike anything else, the Church 
revolutionizes the world—when we 
sacrifice for Christ’s sake, when we 
deny ourselves for Christ, when we are 
even expendible. Gal. 2:20. Paul de- 
clared: “I am crucified with Christ, 


nevertheless I live; yet not I but Christ ae 
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liveth in me,” Christian. Again Paul, 
in 2 Cor. 4:5-7, 10-13, says: “For we 
preach not ourselves.” O brother minis- 
ter, are we the other fellow (Chris- 
tian) ? or, are we still ourselves? 

For God who commanded the light 
to shine out of darkness hath shined 
in our hearts to GIVE the light of the 
moon in full, or are we in its decline? 

We are to the people as the light 
of the gospel, as the moon is to them 
in the night. The moon shines not of 
its own natural brightness, but does 
show forth light as the sun’s bright- 
ness reflects upon it. 

“Let us pray the clouds away and 
give light.” 

“But we have this treasure in earth- 
en vessels, that the excellency of the 
power may be of God; and not of us.” 
Then if the power be God’s which ex- 
cels Satan’s power, surely that which 
is purpose in us will be accomplished 
when we are not ourselves, when we 
are Christians! “Always bearing about 
in the body the dying of the Lord Je- 
sus (the. crucifixion, our cross) that 
the life also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our body: for we which 
live are ALWAY delivered unto death 
for Jesus’ sake.” Notice that this word 
alway is in singular application to the 


individual, though continuous, as the 


same word in Matt. 28:20, “As Christ 
is in the world so are we.” 

“That the life also of Jesus might 
be made manifest in our mortal flesh. 
So then death worketh in us, but life 
in you. Precious in the sight of the 
Lord is the death of his saints.” Never 
is this scripture applicable to the 
physical death of God’s people, but to 
the spiritual death, the crucifixion 
of one to this sinful world’s subtleness 
(cross-bearing for Christ’s sake). 


“We, having the same spirit of faith 
according as it is written, I believe, 
and therefore have I spoken; we also 
believe, and therefore speak!” 


Now, will we deny ourselves and take 
up our cross and follow Christ? Let 
us be Christians, and not ourselves, 
for Christ’s sake. I think I can hear 
some AMENS. Read 2 Cor. 10:3-7. We 
deal with the 7th verse. “Do ye look 
on things after the outward appear- 
ance? If any man trust to himself
